Jones. 

Not only is Candy beautiful, as 
I have already pointed out and 
am delighted to repeat, but she is 
also, importantly, one of the kind- 
est women I have met. She is 
sympathetic and understanding. 
She thinks and acts positively. 

She told me that Annette Funi- 
cello was once a child model. This, 
she said, led Annette into show 
business. And you know with 
what spectacular success. Other 
models who have struck it rich in 
the movies and TV are Sandra 
Dee, Carol Lynley. Barbara Brit- 
ton, Revlon's gorgeous huckster, 
was also a teen model. 

Candy Jones is head of the 
Conover TV Agency. She told me 
that there is a vast difference 
between girls who “model” and 
girls who act in TV commercials. 

“Models,” explains Candy, “is 
a word generally used to describe 
girls who pose for still photogra- 
phy, or demonstrate fashions in 
shows. Girls who appear in TV 
commercials actually are actresses 
and are classified by the industry 
as such.” 

Candy tells me that there is a 
great shortage of girls who are

qualified to be commercial TV 
actresses, and she is anxious to 
hear from all girls who think they 
are qualified. “All they have to do 
is send a good snapshot to me, 
Candy Jones, 52 Vanderbilt Ave., 
New York City,” she instructs. 
Candy requires that the girl also 
sends along a letter telling about 
herself, her height, weight, dimen- 
sions, education, etc. Also list 
talents and hobbies, if any. If on 
the basis of the photo and infor- 
mation enclosed, Candy feels 
interested, she will contact the 
girl and make an appointment to 
see her. 

She requests that no one drop 
by her office to see her without 
an appointment. 

Candy lists these qualifications 
as being desirable in girls who 
look to making a career of acting 
in TV commercials. 

The girl should be a “whole- 
some" type, who would appeal to 
both men and women. 

She should be between 52” and 
5'8" with maximum  measure- 
ments of 34-24-34. Girls who are 
too “сһевіу” are usually turned 
down because they would attract 
too much attention from the 
product. 

She should have speech devoid 
of local accent, have widely- 
spaced eyes, a regular nose, gen- 
erous mouth, small hands, small 
feet and good posture. Hair color 
is not too important, but Candy 
points out that hair that has been 
dyed does not photograph too 
well. Helpful is voice or dramatic 
training and athletic ability. Girls 
who can swim, play tennis, golf, 
ride horses, etc., find more oppor- 
tunities for assignments than do 
those with no athletic skills. 

Annual earnings are in excess 
of $50,000 for girls who make 
good in a big way—and then fre- 
quently Broadway or Hollywood 
calls. 

Good luck, girls!

WHEN YOU DATE A BLACK SHEEP 


This can be a knotty problem, can't it? And 
it's often hard to handle even when you've 
reached a decision. For someone is bound to feel 
you've taken the wrong stand, no matter what. 

Let's see what you can do about it. We'll 
say everyone in school is thumbs down on Joe 
because he was caught with a stolen car. His 
name was in the papers and he had to appear 
in court. There were rumors that he had barely 
escaped a sentence at a reformatory. The kids 


gave him the brush-off when he returned to 
school but somehow you just couldn't. He 
looked so darned lonely and miserable, eating 
lunch by himself; standing on the sidelines when 
the other fellows played ball afterward.

Besides its proud claim as the “Cradle of Liberty," Philadelphia 
now has been boasting of another birth: introducing the sweet 
personality of Jodie Sands to the world. And well she might, for 
the petite, winsome lass seems destined to occupy a lofty place at 
the top of today’s popular distaff vocalists. 

Now 25, Jodie began singing almost as soon as she discovered 
her vocal chords, and it seems that, as long as she can remember, 
the little lady knew that singing would be her life’s vocation. 


Having inherited a great deal of 
the musical talent from her fa- 
ther, an erstwhile professional 
singer in his native Italy, Jodie 
took up the serious study of 
singing with an intensive school- 
ing in opera. Before too long, 
she had decided on an operatic 
career ... and, from the point 
of view of hard-bitten critics, 
success in the houses at La Scala 
and the Met appeared certain.

DeAngelis had achieved a great 
deal of public gratitude for their 
contribution to the fight against 
juvenile delinquency with the 
regular teen-age “record hops” 
they sponsored. The standout 
feature of these hops was the 
appearance of a famed recording 
artist, the guest star of each 
event. Jodie was invited to ap- 
pear as the guest star at one of 
the Marcucci- DeAngelis hops. 
When she made her guest ap- 
pearance for Bob and Pete at the 
record hop, she was greeted with 
unbounded enthusiasm by the 
teenagers, who applauded each 
of her songs with sincere fervor, 
accompanied by riotous bedlam, 
refusing to let her leave the 
stage. 

Many happy, һо wearisome 
hours later, DeAngelis and Mar- 
cucci were astounded to learn 
that the capable Miss Sands had 
not been signed to a recording 
contract as yet, and wasted no 
time in getting her signature on 
an agreement to wax for their 


Chancellor label. This was in 
February of 1957... 

Immediately after signing 
Jodie, Pete .and Bob went to 
work to compose a special num- 
ber for their new-found artist.

Jimmy Bowen’s success story is a warm and 
interesting part of Americo-mania.

Following graduation from 
college, Jimmy and the boys 
formed their own record com- 
pany in Dumas, and it was then 
that the enterprising young 
men got their first real break. 
Their version’ of “Party Doll"; 
with Buddy on the vocal, im- 
mediately brought them to New 
York where they were signed 
by Roulette Records. 

Roulette used the versatility 
of the group to great advantage. 
The Rhythm Orchids hit again 


with their second release, “I'm 
Sticking With You”. This time, 
the song was written by Jimmy 
(Buddy Konx wrote ‘Party 
Doll"), and the vocal was done 
by him. “I’m Sticking With 
You” sold over a million copies 
and brought show-business suc- 
cess to young Bowen. His re- 
cording success was quickly fol- 
lowed by network television ap- 
pearances and in-person theatre 
appearances all over the coun- 
try. Jimmy was a featured per- 
former in the motion picture 
“Jamboree” in which he sang 
his Roulette recording of “Cross 
Over”. 

Jimmy is a reserved, quiet 
Texan. He hopes to continue 
playing bass, making appear- 
ances, motion pictures, writing 
songs, hit records and, in be- 
tween, relaxing in the wide-open 
spaces of Texas. Time will show 
if his dreams and hopes come 
true.

register your club. (4) Explain to your 
star what you would like from them. 
ie.: personally autographed club photo; 
a letter from your star for the journal; 
news of picture and TV releases and 
personal appearance tours; meeting 
members of the club by prior arrange- 
ment with the prexy and the star. 

DUTIES OF THE PREXY: Ac- 
knowledge club dues promptly; send 
out membership cards; add each new 
member to a list to be sent to your star 
periodically for mailing of club photo; 
keep a club file with each member's 
name, address, birthdate, acknowledg- 
ment of dues, etc. Answer mail as 
quickly as possible. Remember you and 
your staff are responsible for publiciz- 
ing your club with the fans. Nothing 
kills interest more quickly than writing 
your favorite's prexy and waiting 
months for an answer. Gather material 
for your journal. The prexy is usually 
the editor. Keep a record of all moneys 
received and spent so that you may 
present your star with a financial state- 
ment once a year. 


HOW MUCH TO CHARGE FOR 
MEMBERSHIP DUES: It is generally 
accepted that most clubs charge from 
75¢ to $1.25 dues depending upon 
what is offered. A club that offers (3) 
journals should ask for the maximum. 

WHAT TO INCLUDE IN A 
JOURNAL: Letter from honorary; 
letter from ргеху; reviews of motion 
picture and TV appearances; articles 
from members meeting with the star; 
pen pal page; publicity page; gossip 
column on the activities of your club 
members; features on honorary mem- 
bers; contests to keep your members 
interested; pet charity projects; poems; 
sketches to make your journal attrac- 
tive; and of course, snapshots of your 
star. 

HOW TO GET PUBLICITY FOR 
YOUR CLUB: Register club with 
magazines like HEPCATS; encourage 
star to mention club in interviews with 
magazines; disc jockeys sometimes 
mention clubs; use rubber stamp with 
stars latest pic credit on mail sent out; 
publicize club in other club journals; 
encourage members to pass out appli- 
cation blanks to friends and pen pals. 

Fan clubs can really be fun! Why 
don't you try to start one for your 
favorite. Besides, wouldn’t you like to 
know that you helped someone achieve 
a dream they've longed for?
